‘Vegetative’ Watson 
Now Eating Normally 


ATASCADERO, Calif. 
(UPI) — Charles “Tex" Wat¬ 
son, a defendant in the Tate- 
LaBianca slayings who last 
Friday was described as 
insane — "virtually vegeta¬ 
tive” — is now sitting up and 
eating regular meal* at 
Alaicadsro Bute Hospital. 

Watson, 34, was sent to tha 
mental hospital afUr three 
court-appointed psychiatrists 
convinced superior court 
Judge George Dell the action 
was necessary to save the 
man s life 

According to a report given 
the court, Watson “lias be¬ 
come listless, flaccid, he 
makes no movements, his Ups 
are pursed, it is impossible to 
spoon-feed him and we are 
starting to feed him by nasal 
tube 

"He is virtually vegetative 
... he is rapidly reverting to 
a fetel state which could 
be rapidly fatal ” 


It also waa disclosed that 
Watson, since his arrival in 
Los Angeles from Texas Sept. 
11, had lost 50 pounds, 
dropping to a weight of 110 
pounds. He is 6-foot-2. 

However, L. C. Wayne, 
A t a s cadero administrator, 
said that shortly after his 
arrival Friday night Walsan 
voluntarily drank liquid 
nourishment and continued on 
the oral, liquid diet Saturday 
and Sunday.

EXCEPT THAT IT LIMITS to aeven day* the 
period during which a suspect may he held 
without charge and allows Immediate access of 
counsel, the Public Order (Temporary Measures) 
Act, 1970, differs very little from the controversial

The eaaential safeguaixls of law and order are 
not changed, A peace officer (which includes 
soldiers) may enter and search, or arrest without 
warrant.

E roteetive bill apply only to the Federation de 
iberation du Quebec, or what might be known as 
its heirs or successors,- -and to the crisis In the 
province of Quebec. 

The penalty for membership In the FI.Q and 
the advocacy of "unlawful acts," such as violence 
fir crime as a means of overthrowing authority, is 
it maximum of five years' imprisonment. 


It Is interesting to conjecture that If such 
infractions as are mentioned In Section 4 of the 
new measure expose an accused to a five-year 
penalty, they must be considered something less 
than sedition. For under Section 92 of the Criminal 
Code of Canada sedition is punishable by a 
maximum of 14 years' imprisonment. 

It might be considered odd that what surely 
should qualify as sedition under the Public Order 
bill, applicable only in Quebec, sets a lesser penalty 
than the law apparently applying in the rest of the 
country, 

However, Justice Minister John Turner has 
explained that if some revolutionary organization 
i-orreeporKHng to the FLQ in Its aims of violence 
and crime were to appear elsewhere in Canada the 
government will deal with It specifically as it has 
done with the Quebec problem. 

The date of expiration of the Public Order 
measure is set for April 30, 1971. But it means 
little or nothing, since Parliament can prolong or 
shorten its life at will. 

Its passage, however, will allow the lifting of 
the stringent controls of the War Measures Act in 
Canada. And since the alternative regulation 
applies only in Quebec the rest of the country can 
be thankful to have escaped from the shadows <af a 
law designed to meet only the direst national 
emergency. It must be hoped need for its 
invocation will not arise again. 


Freedom of Seas Abused 


T HERE IS NO EVIDENCE that the operators 
of the world's tanker fleets are pressing for 
gtrieter international controls to prevent oil 
•pillage or to devise methods by which pollution 
ean be minimized in the event of aocldent. 

It is obvious, therefore, that government* 
•must take the initiative for the protection of 
waters under their jurisdiction and hope, ulti 
mately, to create a new set of rules governing the 
safe transport of oil or other hazardous cargo on 
the high seas. 

Progress toward* International agreement is 
lamentably slow bb was pointed out in the British 
House of Commons last Friday, when both 
Conservative and opposition spokesmen urged 
penalties that would really hurt when it wn shown 
that equipment or human inadequacy was 
responsible for spillage. 

During debate of the OH in Navigable Waters 
Bill, it was disclosed maximum fines in such case* 
from £1,000 to £5,000 were proposed. Tories 
suggested a £50,000 penalty would be more “real¬ 
istic." 

References to an International convention 
brought the disclosure that the government did not 
fxpeet any satisfactory action within a year of two- 
thirds of the signatory nation* coming to 
.Agreement. This was not acceptable. 

It was Immediately after the Torrey Canyon 
disaster that the Council of the Inter-governmental 


Keeping Peace in Jordan 


Maritime Consultive Organization met in May of 
1967 to discuss more effective protection against 
hazardous cargoes. There were some sound 
suggestions studied, including the confinement of 
dangerous shipments to special lanes, radar control 
from shore stations, reduced speeds In critical 
areas, and a host of other sensible safeguards. But 
action went no farther. 

The councfl met again in Brussels In 
November 1969, and one of its accomplishments 
was the-wrtlUig of the |14 million maximum of 
liability in the event of pollution by accident. It is 
this figure that has been embodied in proposed 
Canadian legislation. 

But there remain* the increasingly serious 
problem of pollution of the high Seas—a 
responsibility of all the nations. It is estimated that 
there is deliberate spillage of millions of tons of oil 
waste at sea each year. Add to that the loss of 33 
tankers in the second half of 1969 alone and the 
gravity of the pollution problem cannot be 
minimized. 

The seas do not belong to shipping interests. 
And their massive contribution to the poisoning of 
tlfis element demands the world’s urgent attention. 
It is true that millions of terns of oil of all soils were 
released during the war by action and by accident. 
But then survival, not pollution was the pi-oblem 

There is no longer any reason to accept such 
hazards.

continue to expand. Nakasone 
outlined a Ilf .BOO million 
defence build-up over five 
years beginning in April 1913. 

This is not to suggest that 
Japan ie about to embark on 
a new period of militant 
expansion. On the contrary, it 
is doing much better to 
enhance its own Interests by 
iwaceful economic penetration 
than It would ever hops to 
achieve by renewed conquest. 

Nevertheless, the reason far 
increasing Its military capa¬ 
bilities are numerous and 
compelling. 

As s great maritime end 
indurinal power, Japan ie 
more heavily dependent on 
foreign resources than any 
country, including Britain, 
has ever bean In the past. Oil 
was one of the seasuns Japan 
went to war in 1M1 In those 
days, o 11 merely supple¬ 
mented Us indigenous coat. 
Today oil is vital. 


For the Japanese, a hostile 
Korea would be a dagger 
pointing at its heart. 

The Chinese regard Korea 
as a springboard from which 
Japan leapt into Manchuria — 
and might be tempted to leap 
again. 

To tha Russians, Korea 
remains a land of warm 
water ports, so much belter 
for its nwn commercial needs 
in the northern Pacific than 
Vladivostok 

To the Koreans, northern or 
southern, Korea is a sov¬

In the Middle Fast. Britain is dependent on the good will 
of Arab governments for the continuation of Its oil supplies 
from that petroleum-rich area. 
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Most of Its supplies corns 
frurn the Middle East through 
the Straits of Malacca, be¬ 
tween the Malay Peninsula 
and Sumatra. With the Rus¬ 
sians busy establishing a 
presence In the Indian Ocean 
and the Straits of Malacca, 
the Japanese, in their own 
national interests, have no 
alternative but to do likewise 

We may rest assured that 
though l h e hammer and 
sickle may be much in 
evidence in Singapore in the 
years Immediately ahead, the 
rising sun will he there, also. 

Closer to home, the country 
that has involved Japan in a 
succession of war* in the past 
century remains as dangerous 
as ever. 

Japan fought China in 1994 
over Kurea It fought Russia 
10 years later over Korea, 
and in 1950 the United States 
acted as its proxy when a 
major war exploded in Ktras.

Planted too early, Iris buiba will 
atari growing right off the bai and will 
noipe popping out of the ground just in 
lime tu get their noses pipped by winter 
frost. Set in the ground in November, 
they are^muidt more likely to cuntent 
themselves with jpit making roots, 
pushing up no topgrcwth until spring. 

These bulbs have a moat interesting 
history It begins in the year 1564 uben 
the Belgian liutanlst Cluaius made a 
journey through Spain and became ac¬ 
quainted with two kinds id bulbous irises 
which grow wild in that country. 


Shortly after the turn of the century, 
several uf the leading commercial bulb 
growers in Holland became interested 
in xiphium and lusitanica and used 
these (wc wild Spanish Irises as parents 
in a hybridising program. 

The result was an entirely new 
family of irises, with larger and 
hroader flowers than cither of the 
parents and blooming quite a bit earlier 
in the season It is tins race we know as 
the Dutch irises. 

One tif the first of these early 
hybrids is uur old friend Wedgwood, a 
grand cut flower combining beautifully 
with yellow daffodils: ii is a grand cut 
flowar and one of the best for pot 
culture.

Liman Queen is a grand iris, 
growing a bit taller than her sisters and 
Mourning somewhat later, thereby keep¬ 
ing the shuw going alter the early birds 
have packed up.

My wife and I have never been able 
1o agree si to which is the best bulbous 
iris in our small collection. Her favorite

Although Canada has been a 
member of the OECD since It

Creativity is encouraged 
and this has led to some 
interesling projects like one 
at fTinceas Anne where the 
Grade 2 class wrote stories 
which were made into book 
form by the teacher and 
which will he used to Hid 
Grade 1 students in reading. 
This is also done at tiayview. 

Sires* is also lard on 
communication with parents 
who may possibly find the 
system a radical departure 
from their schooling, where 
the desks were all in a row 
and students were dis¬ 
couraged from speaking in 
class. 

Teachers aides were a 
valuable part of the program 
for their assistance especially 


in the clerical aspect of the 
work, say teachers. However, 
since the defeat of a school 
referendum in March, they 
are no longer available. 

In addition to die many 
worksheets, students also 
work in centres, for looking, 
listening, painting, reading 
and science. 

Harrison stressed that live 
schools were still guided by 
education department curricu¬ 
lum, as are all schools In the 
province, and that this new 
program covers all those 
Bkills and perhaps even ex¬ 
pands ini them.
